hen Zac Hanson 
gets in your face 
and screams:

t all started with Native Americans 

and early pioneers, who often 
reported seeing dome-headed, short- 
necked, hairy people with extra-long 
arms and—duh—huge feet (we’re 
talking sneaker size 21 to 36, width EE). 
The Salish Indians of southwestern 
British Columbia first named the 500 
pound man-ape Sasquatch, or “wild 
man of the woods.”

® Notice if the tips of tree branches 
have been snapped off.

OK, we finally decided to get real. 
RealAudio, that is. Now we can’t stop 
listening to cool stuff on our computer. 
The best part is it’s all free. 
Here are just a few of the things we 
hear via the World Wide Web: 
« radio broadcasts from all 
over the world; 
« live concerts from our favorite bands; 
“ sports coverage—from snowboarding 
to baseball; 
« the Oscar Mayer weiner song. 


In some cases, you can even do other 
things on your computer while you listen. 
For example, we wrote a letter using 
Microsoft Word while listening to a 
Hootie & the Blowfish concert. 

“Sounds” too good to be true? Well, 
you do need two things: Internet access 
and a computer with a sound card and 
speakers. Your browser should be Netscape 
Navigator or Microsoft Internet Explorer. 

RealAudio is what’s called a “plug-in” 
to your browser. You can download a 
free copy from the Web (for easy 
instructions, check out Yahoo Internet 
Life’s “Surf School” at 
http://web1.zdnet.com/yil). We like it 
because it’s “streaming.” That means 
the files don’t take forever to download. 
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It’s simple to use, too—kinda like 
turning on the radio. 

Our favorite site so far is the Sci-Fi
